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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Nishimura (USPN 
5,137,028) does not teach an indwelling thermometer. The Examiner disaggrees. Nishimura shows a thermometer that must be left in the 
body for a period of time while a temperature measurement is taken. Therefore, the thermometer must be indwelling in order to obtain a 
measurment. Furthermore, the Applicant argues that the prior art does not teach a kit of thermometers where each thermometer detects a 
different predetermined threshold temperature across a range of temperatures. The Examiner disagrees. Nishimura in view of Weiland 
(USPN 5,499,631 ) in further view of Nollen (USPN 3895523) teaches an indwelling thermometer with a kit of thermometers in which the 
multiple temperature sensing capsules detect a different pre-determined threshold temperature across a range of temperatures (column 1 , 
line 68 to column 2, line 7. Therefore, the finality of the previous office action is not withdrawn. 
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
